the Silver Dollar, culation into sub- 
sidiary coin, and 
to coin the silver 
bullion now in the Treasury into small 
coin. Speaking of the bill Mr. Rob- 
erts said: "The silver dollar has 
never been a popular coin, there never 
was any demand (or it and it is des- 
tined to pass permanently out of ex- 
istence as a part of the United States 
money," therefore he was anxious tor 
Congress to act on the bill. 

There is, however, an increasing de- 
mand for subsidiary coins — half, quar- 
ter dollars and dimes— and this in- 
crease is now so fast that the Mints 
cannot keep pace with it. The Gov- 
iow coining the smallest 
t of silver dollars allowed hy 
law— $1,IH>0,000 per month. The bul- 
lion for this coinage is taken from the 
vast store purchased by the Treasury 
before the repeal of the Sherman Act 
in 1893, and oT .000.000 ounces, or 
enough to coin $85,iKH>,(H.i0, remains 
on hand at present. 

Director Robkrts favors the plan of 
at once and forever stopping the coin- 
age of these dollars and of using tin- 
silver bullion on hand for subsidiary 
coin. "The country is taking about 
$5,000,000 worth of these subsidiary 
coins per month now, and with the 
• oinageof the dollars stopped we could 
soon catch up with the demand for 
fractional currency," said the Director, 
and then he added: "Who would re- 
gret the disappearance of the silver 
dollar from daily use? Nobody. Per- 
sons who offer you a silver dollar in 
change nowadays excuse thewselves. 
The offer of six, eight or ten silver dol- 
lars iD change is regarded almost as 

There are about 500,000,000 silver 
dollars now in circulation, and the 
only plan suggested for getting them 
out of existence is to recoin them into 
halves, quarters and dimes, after the 
61,000,000 ounces of bullion now on 
hand is all used up for that purpose.
